Vicioua  voters  distributed  llieir  favors 
yesterday  in  a relatively  brisk  non-mayoralty 
poll  which  saw  two  aldermen  rc-eircted.  two 
go  down  -40  defeat,  three  new  names  added 
to  the  City  Council  and  one  to  the  Holicc 
Commission.  All  three  referendums  were 
given  overwhelming  decisive  answers,  more 
than  ten  to  one  favoring  Greater  Victoria 
amalgamation,  about  eight  to  one  the  joint 
water  hoard,  while  the  Hlanshard  Street  site 
was  selected  with  a wide  margin  for  any  pro- 
jrcted  new  City  Halt.  I he  Civic  Non* 
i'artisan  League  plated  three  of  iis  candidates 
in  the  Six  seats  open  yesterday. 

M.  Aubrey  Kent,  with  a distinguished  war 
record,  headed  the  aldermanic  polls.  Mrs. 
Margaret  D.  Christie  was  re-elected  to  the 
Council  in  the  Mcond  berth.  Alderman 
Ldward  Williams  was  thud;  with  Charles 
I\  Banfteld.  retired  King's  Printer,  and 
Waldo  Skillings,  formerly  on  the  joint  Vic- 
toria School  Board  taking  the  fourth  and 
fifth  Council  seats,  respectively.  Aldermen 
Burges  Gadsden  and  R.  A.  C.  Dcw'ar  were 
running  up.  but  failed  to  secure  election, 
James  b.  Neely  carried  tlie  single  seat  on  the 
City  Police  Commission  by  a wide  margin, 
in  a three-corner  contest  with  barl  C.  Pol- 
lock as  the  runner-up. 

Overwhelming  verdicts  were  given  by  the 
electors  on  both  amalgamation  and  water- 
works issues,  the  vote  lavoring  the  creation 
of  a Greater  Victoria  entity  to  deal  not  only 
with  municipal  affairs  but  also  with  water 
distribution  and  conservation.  There  was 
marked  decision  also  in  the  Cit)r}lall  site 
balloting,  the  Blanshard  Street  site  being 
•elected  by  approximately  four  to  one  over 
the  Quadra  and  Cook  Street  sites  combined. 

While  the  voting  on  the  whole  was  not 
heavy,  for  a year  in  which  there  was  no 
mayoralty  contest  keen  interest  was  shown 
by  city  electors  in  the  issues  and  candidates 
submitted  to  them  and  decisive  answers  were 
given  at  every  point.  I'he  ballot  counting 
ran  into  a late  hour,  due  to  the  heavy  nomi- 
nation lists  for  aldermanic  and  commission 
polls. 

Tent  In  Action 

From  parly  circles,  where  it  has  been  re- 
volving animatedly  for  some  time,  action  to 
preserve  the  Coalition  form  of  administra- 
tion in  British  Columbia  w'ould  teem  to 
have  returned  now  to  Hon.  John  Hart,  in 
bis  capacity  as  Premier  and  originating  head 
of  the  Ministry.  Negotiations  between  both 
mainline  parties  to  reconcile  opposing  claims 
and  to  work  out  some  formula  which  will 
be  accepted  by  the  Coaliiion  Caucus  are  no 
doubt  already  under  way.  'I'he  lest  now 
will  be  action  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  of  British  Columbia. 

It  was  as  a Liberal-Progressive  Conserva- 
tive Coalition  that  the  present  Government 
and  their  supjiorlrrs  were  elected  to  the  Legis- 
lature in  1941.  'I  hrough  death,  retirement 
and  ill  health,  there  have  been  some  major 
los.ses  in  the  original  structure  of  the  Ad- 
ministration. Both  Liberals  and  Progres- 
sive Conservatives  have  claimed  the  right  to 
the  new  premiership  for  their  respective 
leaders,  and  both  parties  have  endorsed  these 
claims  on  their  behalf.  1 hat  would  serrn  to 
be  the  position  at  the  moment,  and  it  is  a 
difficult  one  for  Mr.  Hart,  who  once  again 
becomes  the  prime  mover. 

Much  will  turn  on  the  negotiations  which 
Will  now  ensue  under  Mr.  Harts  direction. 

It  was  his  experience  and  good  sense  which 
brought  the  Coalition  into  being,  at  a time 
when  there  was  no  other  solution  before  (he 
Province.  We  submit,  with  all  respect,  that 
this  is  exactly  the  position  today,  that  the 
Coalition  must  continue  it  British  Columbia 
is  to  avoid  a political  debacle  which  would 
profit  none.  There  can  be  no  suih  thing  at 
turning  the  present  Adniinistraiion  into  a 
party  one.  no  matter  how  insistent  cither 
party  might  be.  Its  mandate  is  a Coalition 
one  and  nothing  else. 

Allowing  due  time  for  the  completion  of 
negotiations  which  must  follow  now.  some  i 
workable  formula  for  continuing  the  Coali- 
tion will  need  to  be  laid  before  the  (!oaIition 
Caucus  at  an  early  dale.  In  that,  the  elec- 
torate will  expect  to  sec  that  party  ambitions 
have  been  duly  curbed,  and  that  a strong  and 
united  Administration  will  ensue.  The 
alternative  would  be  a general  election,  and 
the  prt-Coali(ion  three-way  split  whLh 
halted  parliamentary  action  completely. 

Brnrfoot  Se'ttlrnient 

Veterans  of  the  Braefoot  housing  project 
will  note  with  a satisfaction  long  deferred 
that  a rcviiiofi  of  the  prices  to  be  charged 
for  cheat  homes  will  be  made.  This  was  the 
reply  of  Veterans'  Affairs  Minister  Ian  Mac- 
kenzie in  the  House  of  Commons  to  ques- 
tions pressed  by  Major-General  Pearkrt. 
Two  years’  effort  to  have  the  inequalities  of 
this  project  rectified  have  borne  fruit.  The 
patience  of  veteran  owoers  of  tbew  houses, 
m the  face  of  discouragement  which  caused 
•ome  of  them  to  withdraw  from  a one  sided 
bargain,  may  at  length  be  rewarded.

'Hiis  is  the  frutul  factor  ofthe  whole  Hrae- 
fcx>c  enterprise.  Any  adjustments  made  by 
way  of  remedul  measures  to  correct  building 
faults,  which  were  many,  are  no  concession 
to  the  veteran.  Had  the  houses  been  built 
as  they  should  have  bfen  no  repkrs  would 
have  been  necessary.  No  cost  of  correction 
II  a charge  against  the  veteran-owner  and 
I therefore  cannot  be  considered  as  a financial 
relief  to  him. 

1 lie  Canadian  Legion  asked  for  a 20  per 
I cent  reduction  in  (he  selling  price  of  the 
, Braefoot  homes.  This  would  bring  the  cost 
, within  reach  of  the  veterans  concerned,  and 


expect  when  they  signed  purchasing  con- 
tracts. The  prices  originally  asked.,  in  some 
I cases  in  excess  of  S7.000.  were  far  loo  much 
for  (he  type  of  house  provided,  and  a nega- 
tion of  (he  intent  of  the  land  settlement  plan 
set  in  motion  for  returned  servicemen. 

Fulfillment  of  the  initial  promises  made  to 
these  men  neceuitates  a substantial  writr- 
I off  in  the  purchase  price.  I his  is  what  is 
j expected,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Min- 
1 ister,  having  decided  at  last  to  pay  heed  to 
, numerous  representations,  will  be  generous  in 
^ his  decision,  and  thus  bring  the  Bracloot 
project  to  a utisfactory  conclusion.

I A look  at  the  map  shows  Palestine  to  be 
surrounded  by  Arab  countries.  North,  hast. 
South  and  Southwest — the  sea  borders  its 
I direct  ^'rsiern  flank- -the  area  is  ringed  by 
nations  forming  the  Arab  League,  the  mili- 
tant organisation  which  has  sounded  a call 
against  the  partition  of  the  Holy  Land  auth- 
orized by  the  United  Nations.  I bis  cir- 
> cumstance  has  caused  much  speculation  as  to 
the  strengths  of  the  forces  w’htch  could  be 
employed  against  the  partitioned  territory 
should  the  worst  come  to  pass.  An  investi- 
gation made  by  the  Middle  Fast  correspond- 
ent of  The  Times,  London,  shows  the  threat 
I to  be  more  apparent  than  real. 

I Arab  military  groups  arc  apparently  non- 
cohesive.  lack  modern  experience  and  (rain- 
' ing.  and  possess  indifferent  organizing  and 
' administrative  ability.  All  told  bgypt.  Iraq. 
Syria.  Lebanon.  Saudi  Arabia  and  1 rans- 
Jordan  count  on  paper  a strength  of  about 
160.000  soldiers  and  gendarmes,  with  of 
course  the  likelihood  of  many  additional 
volunteers.  Only  the  forces  of  Trans-Jor- 
dan, some  6.000  strong,  however,  can  be  de- 
I Kribcd  as  at  all  efficient,  with  some  experi- 
ence of  modern  warfare.  The  Egyptian  Army, 
(or  example,  is  nominal  in  spite  of  its  50.000 
strength.  It  has  not  seen  service  in  fifty 
I years. 

These  groups  have  little  air  strength  and 
are  without  heavy  weapons.  1 hey  arc  also 
separated  by  desert  stretches  which  would 
mitigate  against  effective  collective  action  on 
a large  scale.  On  the  other  hand  the  Jewish 
population  of  Palestine  has  a higher  propor- 
tion of  physically  trained  persons,  many  with 
modern  experience  of  arms  and  equipment. 
Between  them  the  Hag.ina.  Irgun  7vai 
Leumi  and  Stern  Gang  forces  amount  to 
90,000,  much  better  trained  and  equipped 
than  the  Arabs,  and  probably  more  dynamic 
in  action.  The  Arab's  aversion  to  regi- 
mentation has  always  tended  to  reduce  his 
military  value,  although  there  would  be 
little  to  choose  bctw'ren  either  side  in  the 
matter  of  courage  and  stamina. 

Neither  Arabian  nor  Jewish  forces  have 
much  beyond  light  armaments,  and  were  tl>cy 
not  reinforced  by  supplies  from  outside  the 
scale  of  any  clash  of  arms,  while  deadly 
enough  in  alt  consequences,  could  be  kept 
within  certain  bounds.  '1  his  will  he  the  I 
dilemma  of  the  United  Nations  should  the  j 
"Holy  War"  of  Arab  proclamation  erupt 
into  reality  when  partition  goe.s  into  rffevt. 
By  contrast  with  the  forces  outlined,  limited 
in  extent  though  they  may  be.  the  United 
Nations  possess  no  force  at  all  with  wliich 
to  avert  any  such  happening. 

P.K.I.  ElectionN 

The  Liberal  Administration  of  Premier 
Walter  Jones  was  returned  in  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  general  elections  yesterday, 
with  an  increased  lead  in  the  ihirty  scai 
Mouse  at  the  expense  ol  the  Progrewivc  ‘.on- 
servativcs.  At  a late  hour,  with  only  the 
thirtieth  scat  in  doubt,  Liberals  were  con- 
ceded elected  in  2)  tears,  and  Progressive 
Conservatives  in  six.  1 he  C.C.F  . which 
fielded  sixteen  candidates  in  eight  constitu- 
encies, failed  to  place.  A Progressive  Con- 
servative was  leading  with  a narrow  margin 
for  the  unreported  seat  at  the  same  hour. 

Dr.  J.  /W.  P.  MacMillan.  leader  of  the 
Progressive  Conscrs'ativc  Parly,  retained  hit 
seat,  and  carried  in  with  him  a slightly 
smaller  following.  'Mie  standing  in  the  last 
House  had  been  20  Liberals,  and  10  Progres- 
sive Conservatives.  7he  pre  election  state- 
ments of  all  three  party  leaders  issued  on  the 
day  previously  had  expressed  uniform  confi- 
dence in  (he  result.  Only  that  of  Premiet 
Jones,  however,  survived  tlie  balloting. 

Strongly  entrenclied  in  Prince  Ldward 
Island  since  193^.  the  return  of  the  Jones 
Administration  proved  an  easier  victory  for 
(Ik  Liberals  than  they  may  find  in  (Ik 
Federal  poll  when  it  comes.  Meanwhile  they 
arc  celebrating  a clear-cut  provincial  VKtory.
